Synopsis 


Act I: the tomb of Euridice 


Orfeo mourns his lost Euridice at her tomb, while shepherds and 
nymphs bring flowers and join in a touching lament. Orfeo is inconsolable 
in his grief and Amore, the god of love, is so touched by his anguish that 
he tells him he may descend to the netherworld to seek the shade of 
Euridice. One condition, however, is made: if Orfeo would have Euridice 
return with him to earth, he must not look at her until they have recrossed 
the river Styx. 


Act II, scene 1: the entrance to the netherworid 


Furies perform a frightening dance but they are finally moved by the 
song of Orfeo’s grief and allow him to continue his quest. 


Act II, scene 2: the Elysian fields 


The Spirits of the Blessed dance to the song of the birds and the 
murmur of brooks. Orfeo finds his beloved Euridice and leads her away 
without looking upon her face. 


Act III: a forest 


As they mount higher and higher on their way to the earth, Euridice 
becomes increasingly downcast because Orfeo seems no longer to love 
her. Not once have their eyes met. At long last Orfeo can no longer 
restrain himself and looks back at her, only to see her sink lifeless to the 
ground. Amore, who has been watching Orfeo, is so deeply moved by his: 
impassioned outcry that he restores Euridice to life and himself leads the 
rejoicing lovers back to earth.
